Un- 
able to build roads, the Volunteer State 
accumulated $30,000,000 in the highway 
fund and touldn’t touch it because of a 
Constitutional limitation. So the State 
had to pass an emergency tax bill to fi- 
nance other services. . 

With the threat of an all-out war immi- 
nent, Georgia might wind up in the same 
fix. 

The Atlanta Constitution’ believes in 
good roads. The history of the nation 
proves that progress follows the improve- 
ment in lanes of travel. We know, too, 
that the motorist or the trucker is now 
paying what amounts to 33% per cent sales 
tax every time he fills his gasoline tank. 
He is not getting value received in roads 
because much of that tax money must be 
diverted to other services. ‘ 

When a sales tax is passed in Georgia, 
as it ultimately must be, there should be 
ample funds for these other services, 
schools, welfare, health; etc., so that there 
need be no further diversion of the gaso- 
line tax dollar. 

When that time comes, the highway 
system should get the equivalent of the 
take from taxes and fees levied directly 
on the user of automotive vehicles. 

If that end can be gained by legislative 
action, we will be satisfied.

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Moye To Conitiniie 
As Parks Director 


The storm-ridden State Parks Department is 

settling down for a new administration, with 

- Newt Moye slated to continue as director. Get- 

ting squared away for the new administration under’ Gov. Tal- 

madge, Moye is hopefully anticipating an increased appropriation 

in January and the opening and development of two of the State’s 
largest parks within the next four years. 


Gov. Talmadge himself branded as false rumors at the Capitol 
that Sen. A. K. Zeliner, of Forsyth, would succeed Moye as head 
of the Parks Department. There were reports during the cam- 
paign that Moye, who had been under criticism, would be re- 
placed. While Moye has made errors, he hasn’t done too bad a 
job with a department which was being de-emphasized by the 
Administration, some leaders claimed. Under Acting Gov. Thomp- 
son, the Parks. Department was a major department of the State 
government, with millions of dollars being spent to develop Geor- 
gia’s recreational attractions. Talmadge slashed the Department's 
appropriation to $218,000. 


Let Out Moye made a reorganization move this week which 

will cause him some criticism, but which he said he 
had to do in the interest of Harmony within his department. Miss 
Vennie Maud Jones, bookkeepeéer-secretary and virtually office 
manager of the Department for 10 years under various adminis- 
trations, was let out, Her friends were incensed that she was dis- 
missed while she was ill. They were critical of her dismissal after 
10 years with the Department. : 


Moye said she was attempting to take chargé of the entire 
department, and that he had offered her a leave-of-absence with 
pay during her illness; Declaring politics were not involved, some 
administration leaders predicted Miss Jones would be placed in 
another department, if she liked. 


Taking a tighter hold over his department, Moye discussed 
plans for enlarging and expanding the State’s recreational facili- 
ties. He reported that the parks drew a larger attendance this 
Summer than they did a year ago. A new park with overnight 
facilities was opened at Cordele, the Veterans Memorial Park. It 
joins Vogel Park, Pine Mountain Park and Crooked River Park 
as recreational spots with cottages. While the Talmadge admin- 
istration placed the regular operating budget of the Parks Depart- 
ment at $218,000, it since has made special legislative appropria- 
tions of $100,000 to the Veterans State Park, $50,000 to Kolomoki 
and $25,000 to Allatoona, and the Governor has sent about $200,000 
in special funds to the White County Park. 


Bigger The White County Park, when completed in the North- 

east Georgia mountains, will be bigger than the popu- 
lar mountain park. of Vogel, Moye believes. The Highway De- 
partment is progressing in the building of the dam. The park 
will be opened next Summer. The lake will be twice as large 
as the lake at Vogel. Cottages are to be constructed later. 


Drawing people from Florida and the Carolinas as well as 
Georgia, Vogel is unable to accommodate all who ask for reser- 
vations hi normal seasons, Moye said. By next season a good all- 
paved road will lead by Vogel from Atlanta to North Carolina. 
The White County Park will help accommodate the overflow from 
Vogel and will give Georgia another beautiful mountain park. 

The Legislature has appropriated $25,000 to develop a State park 
on the Allatoona Lake, but the Department hasn't yet agréed on 
Because of its néarness 
to Atlanta, Moye anticipates that this proposed new State park 
will draw the largest attendance of any in the system when it :s 
opened.. Meanwhile, the oldest State park, Indiag Springs, draws 
so many cars on Sunday that they can’t be parked. |

The Editors: The so-called World Peace Ap- 
peal Petition initiated in March in Stockholm 
speciously seeks to outlaw the atomic bomb as 
an instrument of warfare. This Appeal is a 
spurious Communist propaganda device to di- 
vide and delude the peoples of the free nations 
by playing on their genuine revulsion against 
the nature of the weapons that modern sci- 
ence has devised. 


The Appeal is patently not a sincere pro- 
posal for genuine disarmament. It deliberately 
omits any provision for the enforcement of any 
degree of general disarmament. It speaks of 
international control, but it evades any measure 
for international inspection or effective enforce- 
ment. It is restricted to atomic weapons. It is 
silent as to any over-all limitation in standing 
armies, submarines, airplanes, nonatomic bombs, 
guns, warships and poison gas, to say nothing 
of bacteriological warfare. 

The degree to which this Appeal is blatantly 
insincere is manifest in the fact that, while the 
United States is superior to Russia in the de- 
velopment and stockpiling of atomic weapons, 
Russia is overwhelmingly superior in the size 
of its armies and the number of its submarines 
and airplanes. In other words, the only dis- 
armament which the Appeal calls for is in the 
only weapon with which the United States off- 
sets the vast preponderance of Russian. man-, 
power and armament in being. 

We therefore call upon all our fellow citi- 
zens to reject the Appeal unqualifiedly and to 
push forward with the utmost vigor through the 
United Nations, in co-operation with other 
peace-loving nations, in the search for a work« 
able basis for honest disarmament, not Tee 
stricted to atomic weapons.

LAKE SUCCESS, Aug. 30—The disclosure Wednesday that the Soviet Union plans to send 
@ delegation to the General Assembly is interpreted here as a sign that it plans to make one final 
and. spectacular demand for the admission of Communist China to the United Nations. 

No official notification has yet been received here, but news agency dispatches from Moscow 
said that the Soviet government had asked the American embassy for visas ,and that it wag ~be- 
lieved that Foreign Minister Vishinsky would head the delegation if his health permits. Otherwise, 
it was reported, Deputy Foreign Minister Gromyko will be the chief Soviet delegate. 


Since Jan. 13, when Jacob A. Malik walked 
out of the Security Council, the Soviet Union, 
with one exception, the. International Court of 


Justice, has boycotted every United Nations body 
of which Nationalist China is a member. The 
scores of Soviet walkouts have all followed the 
pattern set by Malik: a demand for the expul- 
sion of Nationalist China, its rejection, then the 
parting statement that the Soviet Union would 
not také part as long as the represenative of 
“the Kuomintang clique” was present and also 
would not recognize the validity of any action 
taken while this continued. 

It is to be presumed that the Soviet Union 
has already assured the Peiping regime that 
thése changes in tactics are intended to make 
possible an even more zealous attempt to per- 
suade the General Assembly to do what the 
Security Council has refused to do, It is to be 
presumed also that the Peiping regime genuinely 
desires admission to the United Nations as a 
means of obtaining international recognition for 
its defeat of the Nationalist regime. 

However, some of the most able students of 
United Nations affairs are convinced that the 
real aim of Soviet policy was—and still is—to 
prevent the admission of Communist China, and 
that the Soviet walkouts have been deliberately 
employed to prevent the United States and other 
members of the majority from agreeing to do'so. 

They believe that despite the present acend- 
ency of Russian influence in Peiping, the perma- 
nent domination of China by Russia is impos- 
sible, and that the Kremlin is desperately afraid 
that contacts with the Western powers at Lake 


Success would produce something like Titoism. 

Judging by Communist China's messages to 
the United Nations, }ts government is now more 
Stalinist than the Kremlin, but these students 
point out that until the final break with Prime 
Minister Stalin the Tito, government also seemed 
completely orthodox. 


According to their thesis, the Soviet Union 
is aware of this danger, and is fellewing a 
policy which, while actually keeping Com- 
munist China out of the United Nations, ap- 
pears to demonstrate that enly the Seviet 
Union is its real friend. Thus, altheugh the 
Seviet Union was net able to keep Britain

managed te minimize the effect by forcing 
votes in the Security Ceuncil on which 
Britain sided with the United States, (Britain 
mostly has abstained, but under the Council's 
voting rules an abstention en this point & 
equivalent te a vote against.) 


The Formosa question is not likely to come 
up for several weeks, and Malik’s demand that 
it b. given an immediate invitation was pre- 
sented in such a way that its rejection was 
inevitable. The delegates cited believe he planned 
it that way. If these delegates are correct, in 
their analysis of Soviet policy, it would appear 
that the United States should favor the admis- 
sion of Communist China, The Republican 
Party's bitter attack on Acheson's policy make 
this unlikely, but other United Nations’ mem- 
bers may provide the needed majority in the 
General Assembly.

Her favorite pasture at the present is made up of ladino 
clover, orchard grass and Kentucky 31 fescue grass. She is trying 
to reduce the amount of orchard and to increase the amount of 
Kentucky 31 in the pasture. The cattle like the fescue better than 
they do the orchard grass, says Mrs. Wilson. 

I had thought that these Virginia soils would not require any 
additional fertilization but I was mistaken. The farmers lime the 
soils and use about 700 pounds of 0-14-7 on pastures of grass and 
clover. They seem to believe the legumes will take care of their 
nitrogen needs.

Truman To Report 
On Korean War 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30—U.P) 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
flatly, disavowed hostile aims to- 
ward Communist China Wednes- 
day but warned that the Chinese 
will. be branded aggressors if they 
interyene in Korea. 

He made the statement shortly 
before the White House announced 
that President Truman will report 
to the nation at 9 p.m. (EST) 
Friday on the progress of the 
Korean war and its impact at 
home. 


Acheson also as much as said 
United Nations forces would not 
cross the 38th parallel into Red 
territory if the North Koreans lay 
down their arms now—something 
no one expects to happen. 


His assurances reflected official 
feoneern over reports of huge 
‘Chinese Red troop movements in 
Manchuria, just north of the em- 
battled peninsula. 

‘They likewise were designed to 
reassure China that the United 
States Means exactly what it says 
about Formosa: That it is inter- 
ested only in maintaining the 
status Quo until the island’s fu- 
turé can be decided by interna- 
tional agreements. 


Other diplomatic sources said 
-Sriendly governments already have 
‘felayed several United States for- 
‘eign policy statements to Chinese 
Communist leaders at Peiping, in- 
eluding a copy of Mr. Truman's 
fiatément disavowing any terri- 
‘torial ambitions in China. 

. Mr. Truman's forthcoming “fire- 
pide chat” will be his first major 
5 h in some time. It is some- 
‘thing which has -long been de- 
manded by the Republicans and 
fhoped for by the Democrats. 

It may be a substitute for the

WASHINGTON—General Lucius D. Clay, national 
chairman of the Crusade for Freedom, has issued a call 
to the organized clubwomen of America to assume a lead- 
ing role in the campaign to push the truth behind the

Goal of the Crusade, which 
will open on September 4 with 
a nationwide broadcast by Gen- 
eral Dwight D. Eisenhower, is 
to enroll millions of Americans 
in a pledge of belief in freedom 
and the fundamental human 
rights. During the six weeks of 
the drive, clubwomen are being 
asked to sigri and circulate the 
scrolls of the Declaration of 
Freedom in co-ordination with 
other community groups. 

The signatures will be en- 
shrined in the base of an eight- 
foot, 10-ton bronze Freedom 
Bell inscribed with the dedica- 
tion, “That this world, under 
God, shall have a new birth of 
freedom.” Its installation in the 
Western sector of Berlin is 
scheduled for United Nations 
Day, October 24, in a ceremony 
to be broadcast around the 
world. 

The Crusade has been or- 
ganized to counteract Russian 
propaganda that the United 
States is an imperialist power 
getting ready to conquer the 
world. Its slogan is “Make free- 
dom ring—held lift the Iron 
Curtain everywhere;” its purpose 
is to win back for the United 
States the lead in the war of 
ideas between Communism and 
democracy. 

In a stirring call to action to 
American women, General Clay 
declares that upon the success 
of the Crusade could well de- 
pend the prevention of an alli- 
out World War III. 

“Peace for ourselves,” he 
stated, “cannot be assured un- 
til those behind the Iron Cur- 
tain and all the peoples in the 
world know that there is no ag- 
gression in our hearts—that to 
all men we wish only peace and 
liberty.
